How does a boy feel when he's walking into a state peni- 


tentiary to spend what should have been the best years of 
his life? 


In the case of Robert Strunk, 23, Cincinnati, O., who 


jjeaded guilty for the second time Wednesday to the $600 
S-med robbery of Murphy's Market, Oct. 18, 1949, the boy 
was happy. 
Strunk came back to Lee county from Stateville, carry- 


ing a 20-to-45-year sentence. That was Circuit Judge George 
_ 
C. Dixon's original decision

back in March, 1950. 


On his way back to State- 


ville, however, Strunk took 
only a 10-to-20-year sentence 
with him. 
"That's 25 years off the 


maximum," Strunk smiled. 
He didn't mention it but Cir- 
cuit Judge Leon Zick's sen- 
tence also cut his absolute 
minimum sentence from 11 
years and three months to six 
years and three months. 


Petition Granted 


Strunk was brought back 


here when his petition for a 
post-conviction hearing was 
granted. In it, he said the 
court did not tell him he was 
entitled to a lawyer when he 
first pleaded guilty.

Judge Dixon granted the post-conviction hearing, in hne 


with an Illinois supreme court ruling, set aside Strunk's origi- 
nal sentence, and asked Judge Zick to take the bench for the 
prisoner's second appearance here. 
"I knew I could get a lawyer," Strunk told Sheriff 


Charles Redebaugh, who was taking him back to the peni- 
tentiary.

Slash in Metals 
For Automobiles 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


government plans a cut of 25 to 
40 per cent Apnl 1 m the amount 
of basic metals going into auto- 
mobiles, stoves and home appli- 
ances. 


Officials of the National Pro- 


duction Authority (NPA) disclosed 
this today, saying- it will be 
necessary to save steel, copper and 
aluminum for defense purposes. 


The cut in actual numbers of 


cars and appliances produced may 
be somewhat smaller than the cut 
in allowed use of metals, these 
officials said 


It will depend on the manu- 


facturers' ability to substitute and 
conseive, using such things as 
plastics, for instance, in place of 
metals. 


The auto industry last month 


promised a cut in use of basic 
metals for the present quarter, but 
NPA experts said a hoped-for drop 
in automotive orders for steel ap- 
parently has not taken place. 


Consequently, 
the mandatory 


action is contemplated, affecting 
steel, copper and aluminum. Some 
other metals, such as nickel and 
cobalt, already are subject to cur- 
tailment as severe, or worse. The 
order probably will appear in about 
two weeks, giving producers at 
least a month to get set.

Political Facts of life Govern 


Truman's Tax Message 


In asking now for only part of the $16,500,000,000 in 


new taxes be wants, President Truman seems to be accepting 
the hard facts of life on Capitol Hill. 


Congressional tax leaders have made it clear that $8 bil- 


lion to $10 billion is the most the president is likely to get in 
Che months ahead. Mr. Truman's tax message settled on 
the latter figure. 


Be hasn't abandoned his overall goal, however, and plans 


to request more taxes later.' Possibly he is counting on the 
painful logic of appropriations for defense to convince the 
lawmakenrthey must do still more. 


Of the sum he's seeking now, the president thinks $4 bil- 


lion should come from higher individual income levies, $3 
raHion from raised corporate taxes, and $3 billion in new 
excise taxes. 


To get the added $4 billion from personal incomes, MrJ 


Truman proposes upping rates about four percentage points 
hi each bracket. But he would keep the present exemption 
of |600, rather than lower it to $500 as some have proposed. 


. Even though the exemption may remain unchanged, it's 


obvious that if the president's plan goes through, all of us 
will know we've been hit. There is no painless way to arm 
ourselves and help arm the free world and still maintain 
civilian life at a reasonably high level. 


Congress may drag' its feet for many weeks on a new tax 


bill, but ultimately it will undoubtedly approve a measure 
close to the president's figure. The alternative is too grim 
even for a politician to contemplate. For taxation is ac- 
knowledged on all sides to be one of the chief brakes on 
inflation. Without it, controls and other weapons are not be- 
lieved likely to work effectively. 
* •

That point is unquestionably more persuasive with the 


lawmakers than the argument of a balanced budget. 


It is because Mr. Truman himself is now urging a bal- 


anced budget that he will be back later to seek another 
16^500,000,000. When he presents that case, he'll find his 
audience much tougher. 
For the trend of congressional 


thinking is that $10 billion is a big enough bite to discourage 
heavy individual and corporate spending. A bigger one, the 
feeling is, would probably act too strongly as a damper on 
business and initiative. 


Further tax demands will be a test of the president's 


financial wizardry, since further hikes in personal and cor- 
porate levies beyond his current proposals have so dim a 
prospect. Unless he can devise some ingenious new taxation 
methods, what he is asking now is perhaps all he will get. 


At Barrel's Bottom 


Wesley Feeler, who just resigned last fall as coach of 


Ohio State University, now has been named head coach at 
the University of Minnesota. 


Now if Ohio will just hire Bernie Bierman, who quit Min- 
nesota in 1950, the Big Ten coaching situation will be back 
in comfortable balance. Apparently the supply of qualified 
coaches in football is no greater than the reserve of able big 
league baseball managers. These days it's usually a case of 
shuffling the same old names.

He has prosecuted success- 
fully, before at least three juries 
in the circuit court, and many in 
the county court, contested crimi- 
nal cases, and secured convictions 
by juries. It is true that in some 
criminal cases, weak juries, or 
"soft hearted" juries, have releas- 
ed those who have been indicted 
and charged with crime, but that 
was not because all the facts avail- 
able to the state were not present- 
ed to the jury for their considera- 
tion. 


One other point—this is not the 


first time a man has gone from the 
state's attorney's office to the 
position of circuit judge. The Hon- 
orable Harry Edwards, who was 
elected circuit judge, to succeed 
the late Judge Farrand in 1921, 
had for some years prior thereto 
been state's attorney of Lee coun- 
ty. On his election to the bench, 
the board of supervisors selected 
William L. Leech as state's attor- 
ney of Lee county until the general 
election the following year, when 
Mark C. Keller was elected state's 
attorney to fill the vacancy, so no 
additional election expenses was 
incurred at that time, and prob- 
ably the same procedure would be 
followed if Mr. Pires is elected as 
circuit judge.

which should command the respect 
of all persons.

Claim Max Lowenthal Picked Truman for Presidency 


and Influenced New Deal Socialism Program 


New York—The testimony of Max Lowenthal, the mysterious 


New York lawyer who now appears to have picked Harry Truman 
for president and to have souped him up with the Brandeis philosophy, 
is so slippery that if you have ever read the text 
of the examination of Father Divine you must 
think they studied out of the same book. This is 
the fellow who wrote a book blasting the FBI and 
got taken apart by Congressman George Dondero 
of Michigan. On the floor of the house, Dondero 
said Lowenthal had followed the Communist line 
for years and had planted his men in positions of 
power., Jonathan Daniels, one of the president's 
selfless anonymities, says in his book on Truman 
that Lowenthal picked him for president in 1944, 
when it was plain that Roosevelt was going to 
die in his fourth term. 


You can fortify that information with the recollection that 


Roosevelt, in Chicago, told the boys to clear the nominee for vice- 
president with Sidney HUlrnan. Lowenthal was attorney for Hill- 
man's union. Hillman was the equivalent of a Communist but it 
never was shown that he joined the party. 


Just why the committee on un-American activities, being com- 


posed of lawyers, let this artful dodger get away with his evasions 
and let Hurt Wheeler, his attorney, bull them around, I have no 
idea to offer except that the Truman administration set out to nul- 
lify the committee after the Alger Hiss conviction and the red-her- 
ring crack made such a bum of Truman. I have counted 17 instances 
in which Lowenthal said he couldn't remember this or had no knowl- 
edge of that, but, for a saver threw in the clause that if the com- 
mittee had any evidence to support its line of questioning, he would 
be glad to have this noted in the record. 


Remembering that Daniels de- 


scribed him as a self-effacing 
man, get a load of this from Low- 
enthal himself! "Hundreds and 
thousands of people have come to 
me for advice on millions of sub- 
jects—that is an exaggeration, I 
guess, but hundreds of subjects.

tions about my record, which had 
already been passed on by some 
of the leading men in the United 
States senate and by men who 
had been president both in the 
Democratic and Republican side, 
seemed to me rather ignoble.

Dangerous to Swap Horses

It is a lot of fun to wander 


around the table and look at all 
the hands when a canasta game is 
in progress. Also, it is remarkable 
how much better you can play 
when you see four hands. How- 
ever, in the case I am about to 
discuss it should not be necessary 
to see four hands to realize what 
was wrong with East's play. 


Both sides needed 120 and the 


dealer froze the pack by turning 
up a joker. After several rounds 
of play South melded A-A-2 and 
joker-9-9. 
West drew and dis- 


carded and after making his draw 
North thought a long while (ob- 
viously about melding) finally de- 
cided not to meld and simply dis- 
carded. 


East drew and melded joker- 


king-king-king and 2-8-8. 
West 


added one king to the meld and 
nothing happened for a couple of 
rounds. 


Finally poor East drew and 


found himself holding one deuce, 
one king, two queens and a ten. 
Three tens had been discarded and 
it was a cinch that South did not 
have a pair of tens among his five 
cards. 


Also, I had seen the South hand 


and knew this. Also I had seen 
West's hand and knew that he had 
the worst collection of tripe imag- 
inable. No wild cards or sets of 
three and only p few pairs. How- 
ever West did have plenty of safe 
discards. 
His hand was so bad 


that no one could use his cards. 


Poor East counted the cards re- 


maining in the stock and found 
that he had six more discards to 
make assuming that the hand went 
to the end. He knew his king 
was safe since two kings had 
been discarded and he decided to 
:hrow it. 


East's next draw was me king 


and he discarded that also. His 
next draw was a second ten spot 
and here is where East went as 
wrong as it is possible to go %vrong. 


East discarded a queen. South 


got the discard pile and before 
the smoke of the hand had cleared 
away North and South had picked 
up over 3000 points. 


* * * 


Actually a ten would still have 


been a safe discard and as pointed 
out earlier South 
should 
have 


known that ten was very likely 
to he safe. However, South should 
have thrown his wild card away. 
Two rounds back he had given 
up his play for out by throwing 
away a king. 
At that time he 


still had six rounds to go. 


Now he had four rounds to go, 


or three after that discard. He 
might draw badly and have to 
give away the pack later but he 
was discarding to a five card hand 
and he might well draw safe cards 
on the last three rounds. 


Finally, my real quarrel with 


East's line of play is that he 
swapped horses in mid-stream for 
no good reason. 
When he threw 


the first king he had decided to 
try to play safely to the end. Once 
having made that decision he 
should have stuck to it as long as 
he possibly could.

Truman's Tax Message 


In asking now for only part of the $16,500,000,000 in 
' taxes he wants, President Truman seems to be accepting 
the hard facts of life on Capitol Hill. 


Congressional tax leaders have made it clear that $8 bil- 


lion to $10 billion is the most the president is likely to get in 
tba months ahead. Mr. Truman s tax message settled on 
the latter figure. 


He hasn't abandoned his overall goal, however, and plans 


to request more taxes later/ Possibly he is counting on the 
Minful logic of appropriations for defense to convince the 
lawmakers'they must do still more. 


Of the «um he's seeking now, tie president thinks $4 bil- 


lion should come from higher individual income levies, $3 
billion from raised corporate taxes, and $3 billion in new 
excise taxes.

To get the added $4 billion from personal incomes, MrJ 


Truman proposes upping rates about' four percentage points 
in each bracket. But he would keep-the present exemption 
-of |600, rather than lower it to $500 as some have proposed. 


. Even though the exemption may remain unchanged, it's 


obvious that if the president's plan goes through, all of us 
wfll Jmow we've been hit. There is no painless way to arm 
ourselves and help arm the free world and still maintain 
civilian life at a reasonably high level. 


Congress may drag its feet for many weeks on a new tax 


bill, but ultimately it will undoubtedly approve a measure 
dote to the president's figure. The alternative is too grim 
even for a politician to contemplate.

Farther tax demands will be a test of the president's 


financial wizardry, since further hikes in personal and cor- 
porate levies beyond his current proposals have so dim a 
prospect. Unless he can devise some ingenious new taxation 
methods, what he is asking now is perhaps all he will get.

Dixon Evening Telegraph, inclu-

pear to favor the candidate, R. L. 
Bracken. There is much to be said 
on behalf of the other candidate, 
our state's attorney, Morey Pires. 
Mr. Pires has an excellent cultural 
and educational background, his 
father having been for many years 
a Presbyterian minister, and Mr. 
Pires being a graduate of Harvard 
law school, where he attained a 
fine scholastic standing. He has 
been successful in the practice of 
the law, and his many clients will 
attest to his skill, honesty and in- 
tegrity in the practice of his pro- 
fession. As a state's attorney, I 
am- reliably informed that he has 
secured confessions from those in- 
dicted for various crimes in this 
county, in 80 per cent of the cases, 
thus saving to the county thous- 
ands of dollars in jury and other 
expenses. He has been on the job 
24 hours a day, and has devoted 
many nights to interviewing pris- 
oners, when apprehended, and se- 
curing written confessions before 
they had an opportunity to de- 
velop, through cleverly planned 
defenses built up by skillful crimi- 
nal lawyers, alibis or other de- 
fenses. He has prosecuted success- 
fully, before at least three juries 
in the circuit court, and many in 
the county court, contested crimi- 
nal cases, and secured convictions 
by juries. It is true that in some 
criminal cases, weak juries, or 
"soft hearted" juries, have releas- 
ed those who have been indicted 
and charged with crime, but that 
was not because all the facts avail- 
able to the state were not present- 
ed to the jury for their considera- 
tion.

On his election to the bench, 
the board of supervisors selected 
William L. Leech as state's attor- 
ney of Lee county until the general 
election the following year, when 
Mark C. Keller was elected state's 
attorney to fill the vacancy, so no 
additional election expenses was 
incurred at that time, and prob- 
ably the same procedure would be 
followed if Mr. Pires is elected as 
circuit judge. 


I am not interested in any per- 


sonal way in the election, but I am 
interested, as a citizen, in having 
a man of the highest degree of 
moral conduct sit in a position 
which should command the respect 
of all persons.

Claim Max Lowenthal Picked Truman for Presidency 


and Influenced New Deal Socialism Program 


New York—The testimony of Max Lowenthal, the mysterious 


New York lawyer who now appears to have picked Harry Truman 
for president and to have souped him up with the Brandeis philosophy, 
is so slippery that if you have ever read the text 
of the examination of Father Divine you must 
think they studied out of the same book. This is 
the fellow who wrote a book blasting the FBI and 
g-ot taken apart by Congressman George Dondero 
of Michigan. On the floor of the house, Dondero 
said Lowenthal had followed the Communist line 
for years and had planted his men in positions of 
power. Jonathan Daniels, one of the president's 
selfless anonymities, says in his book on Truman 
that Lowenthal picked him for president in 1944, 
when it was plain that Roosevelt was going to 
die in his fourth term. 


You can fortify that information with the 


Roosevelt, in Chicago, told the boys to clear the nominee for vice- 
president with Sidney HiUman. Lowenthal was attorney for Hill- 
man's union. 
Hillman was the equivalent of a Communist but it 


never was shown that he joined the party. 


Just why the committee on un-American activities, being com- 


posed of lawyers, let this artful dodger get away with his evasions 
and let Hurt Wheeler, his attorney, bull them around, I have no 
idea to offer except that the Truman administration set out to nul- 
lify the committee after the Alger Hiss conviction and the red-her- 
ring crack made such a bum of Truman. I have counted 17 instances 
in which Lowenthal said he couldn't remember this or had no knowl- 
edge of that, but, for a saver threw in the clause that if the com- 
mittee had any evidence to support its line of questioning, he would 
be glad to have this noted in the record. 


Remembering that Daniels de- 


scribed him as a self-effacing 
man, get a load of this from Low- 
enthal himself! "Hundreds and 
thousands of people have come to 
me for advice on millions of sub- 
jects—that is an exaggeration, I 
guess, but hundreds of subjects. 
I have done that for many years. 


Louis Russell, the chief inves- 


tigator of the committee, asked 
whether he had ever been asked 
to submit to examination by the 
Civil Service commission. 


Now the self-effacing man of 


mystery takes the air. 
This is 


verbatim: 
"I told the men who 


called me this, as I remember it 
that, I thought it infra dig, be- 
neath my dignity, after my years 
in the federal government, to be 
questioned by some little investi- 
gator, in some little hole in some 
back building about my career, 
I wouldn't stand for it; but that 
if he wanted to know anything 
about me, I would be glad to -have 
him come over and ask any ques- 
tions he wanted but I wholly dis- 
approved of that way of doing 
government 
business 
that 
I 


would be willing to be questioned 
by my peers, but not by some lit- 
tle Investigator 
who may not 


have been born by the time I had 
begun to serve the federal gov- 
ernment with some honor, x x x 
And I may have said to him, I 
think, also Mr. Chairman, that 
for some little investigator to 
come around and ask me ques- 
tions about my record, which had 
already been passed on by some 
of the leading men in the United 
States senate and by men who 
had been president both in the 
Democratic and Republican side, 
seemed to mt rather ignoble. I 
feel that to have some little in- 
vestigator question me about my 
record is ignoble." 


The committee tried 
several 


tacks to come at an answer to a 
demand for the names of the per- 
sons who had recommended him 
as adviser to General Clay in 
Germany. Congressman Dondero 
said that "by pulling strings" 
Lowenthal, the 
president-maker 


of the Truman regime, had ac- 
quired the title of adviser to Clay 
on 
the 
disposal 
of 
prpoperty 


which the Nazi regime had con- 
fiscated ' from the Jews of Ger- 
many. 


"Who recommended your em- 


ployment by the war depart- 
ment?" 


The committee never did get 


an answer. 


"I was asked by a group of or- 


ganizations whether I would per- 
mit my name to be submitted for 
recommendation to General Clay," 
Lowenthal said, "and I agreed, 
On the other hand, I had known 
the secretary of war rather in- 
timately for more than 30 years. 
That was Secretary Patterson. I 
wouldn't know whether he had 
anything to do with it in the way 
of 
recommendation. 
I 
just 


wouldn't know." 


At one point Wheeler, his own 


lawyer, horned in to say it might 
be well for Lowenthal to name 
the heads of organizations who 
asked him to permit them to sub- 
mit his name. Lowenthal waltzed 
all over the joint but he never 
named a single person nor a sin- 
gle organization, 
mittee sat there 
dummies and let 
with it.

The scene now switches over 


to the senate where Pat McCar- 
ran, of Nevada, as chairman of 
the judiciary committee, a Dem- 
ocrat but anti-Communist, is cap-

Ferguson, of Michigan, who are 
fixing to do the .job right. 


Truman got hold of the house 


committee and unmanned it with 
the results indicated in these 
swatches of testimony by the 
man, hitherto unknown to the 
American people, who is given 
credit for making Truman presi- 
dent and shaping his mind so 
that he came out for the extreme 
Socialist program which is the 
last stop before Communism. But 
Truman can't control the judi- 
ciary committee of the senate.

It is a lot of fun to wander 


around the table and look at all 
the hands when a canasta game i 
in progress. Also, it is remarkable 
how much better you can play 
when you see four hands. How- 
ever, in the case I am about to 
discuss it should not be necessary 
to see four hands to realize what 
was wrong with East's play. 


Both sides needed 120 and the 


dealer froze the pack by turning 
up a joker. After several rounds 
of play South melded A-A-2 and 
joker-9-9. 
West drew and dis- 


carded and after making his draw 
North thought a long while (ob- 
viously about melding) finally de- 
cided not to meld and simply dis- 
carded. 


East drew and melded joker- 


king-king-king and 2-8-8. 
West 


added one king to the meld and 
nothing happened for a couple of 
rounds. 


Finally poor East drew and 


found himself holding one deuce, 
one king, two queens and a ten. 
Three tens had been discarded and 
t was a cinch that South did not 
have a pair of tens among his five 
cards. 


Also, I had seen the South hand 


and knew this. Also I had seen 
West's hand and knew that he had 
lie worst collection of tripe imag- 
nable. No wild cards or sets of 
three and only p few pairs. How- 
ever West did have plenty of safe 
discards. 
His hand was so bad 


that no. one could use his cards. 


Poor East counted the cards re- 


maining in the stock and found 
that he had six more discards to 
make assuming that the hand went 
to the end. He knew his king 
was safe since two kings had 
been discarded and he decided to 
throw it. 


East's next draw was the king 


and he discarded that also. His 
next draw was a second ten spot 
and here is where East went as 
wrong as it is possible to go wrong. 


East discarded a queen. South 


got the discard pile and before 
the smoke of the hand had cleared 
away North and South had picked 
up over 3000 points. 


* * * 


Actually a ten would still have 


been a safe discard and as pointed 
out earlier South 
should 
have 


known that ten was very likely 
to he safe. However, South should 
have thrown his wild card away. 
Two rounds back he had given 
up Ms play for out by throwing 
away a king. 
At that time he 


still had six rounds to go. 


Now he had four rounds to go, 


or three after that discard. He 
might draw badly and have to 
give away the pack later but he 
was discarding to a five card hand 
and he might well draw safe cards 
on the last three rounds. 


Finally, my real quarrel with 


East's line of play is that he 
swapped horses in mid-stream for 
no good reason. When he threw 
the first king he had decided to 
try to play safely to the end. Once 
having made that decision he 
should have stuck to it as long as 
he possibly could.

Continuance of 
the work stoppage there was a big 
roadblock in £he way of cross- 
country train movements. 


Elsewhere mail restriction eased

However, at Pittsburgh, the 


Pennsylvania railroad's big Pit- 
cairn freight yards were hit by a 
new stoppage just one day after 
the switchmen there nad returned 
to work.

months wiped out the deficit. 


Bearing out NEA's own study 


is a survey made by the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Co., which 
showed a nation-wide five per 
cent increase in 1950.

,, As More Cities Battle Tooth Decay

1CEW ROCHELLE, N. Y.—(AP) 


—People around here won't taste 
it, but they're going to get a little 
something extra m their drinking 
water soon. It's fluorine, a chem- 
ical which reduces tooth decay. 


The New Rocheile area is the 


latest in a long list of Cities to 
^i,vitch to fluorine. Since the early 
1940s, a fluorinated tidal wave has 
been, sweeping the U. S. as news 
of the watery wonder spread. 


Some U. S. localities have na- 


tural fluorine in the water. Den- 
tists noted people in those spots 
didn't have the normal 
amount 


of tooth decay, then proved the 
same happy result could be ob- 
tained by artificially adding the 
chemical to local water supplies.

First, however, the idea was 


t e s t e d thoroughly. 
Controlled 


studies took place in Wisconsin, 
Michigan, New York, Texas and 
Illinois. 
Scientists 
decided 
the 


fluorine did do the trick, but with 
certain reservations. Such as: 


1. It only works if the fluorine 


is taken when your teeth are cal- 
cifying. That is when you are a 
•juld. In the main, only children 
through eight get any benefit, and 
the most benefit goes to young- 


sters born and reared on the stuff. 
It won't help adults. 


2. It's not a 'cure-all. Even chil- 


dren who drmk fluonnated water 
from birth will still have cavities, 
though not as many. 


3. It won't help the rural popu- 


lation at all. Only people served 
by a public water supply system, 
at present, will benefit. 


4. It has to be put in the water 


carefully. Too little wil result in 
no benefit; too much can mottle 
the teeth. 
* * * 


5. Scientists point out that pres- 


ent data is still far from complete. 
For one thing, the recommended 
amount of fluorine to be added 
may be fine for tested climates 
but prove wrong for others. 


6. Tests are also incomplete as 


far as long range effect is con- 
cerned. None of the experimental 
cities have been using fluorinated 
water for more than seven or eight 
years. Perhaps results may change 
—for better or worse—over a 
longer stretch. 


7. It costs money to work even 


a junior grade miracle like this. 
Estimates are that the cost per 
person is somewhere between five 
and 15 cents a year. 


Despite the scientific hedging. 


however, it is clear that fluorin« 
ated water has proven beneficial, 
so far. 
Most authorities agree 


that if the chemical is properly 
supplied, dental decay can be re- 
duced by from 50 to 65 per cent 
in those who drink it from birth. 


* * * 


To cite one example, a four-year 


test in Newburgh, N. Y., showed 
that the DMF rate—the number 
of decayed, missing 
and filled 


teeth in every 100 permanent teeth 
—dropped from 20.6 to 13.9 in the 
children tested. In that same time, 
the DMF rate in the non-fluorine 
control city, Kingston, N. Y., re- 
mained the same. 


Another of fluorine's good points 


is that it is odorless and tasteless. 
And moderate underdosing or over- 
dosing does no apparent harm. In 
Newburgh, a companion research 
project to the denttal one dealt 
with how the chemical might af- 
fect other health factors. 


The pediatricians concluded that 


the fluorine did no physical harm 
whatever. 
But, they added, final 


conclusions should be postponed 
until the youngsters had been flu- 
orine-drinkers for at least 10 years.

Service, American Dental associa- 
tion and American Water Works 
association.

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Sonnets In His Bonnet, 
Doc Can't Stop Writing

New York—(NEA)—A sonnet 


may be « 14-line po*m to other 
people, but to Dr. Merrill Moore 
it's a "compulsion neurosis." 


Which means, the Boston psy- 


chiatrist-poet explains, that writ- 
ing sonnets is something he can't 
stop. 


"Other men may dream of trout 


casting all day long," he says, 
"but my constant preoccupation is 
writing sonnets." 


Now 47, the tall, sandy-haired, 


ruddy-cheeked doctor has been in 
the department of sonnetation for 
30 years. He thinks he's written 
"we'll over 100.000" of the 14-lin- 
ers in that time. 
* » * 


He wrote them in college, medi- 


cal school, a five-year Army stint 
and sandwiched them in between 
patients. It only takes him from 
one to three minutes to dash one 
off. 
But that initial writing is 


only a first draft. His usual prac- 
tice is to keep them for a year, 
then revise each one 30 or 40 
times. 


He has developed a. dislike for 


the strict rules of the old-estab- 


lished Italian and English types. 


"Some authorities feel that if

Jarecki Warns of

Britain, France and Italy. She 
also maintains friendly relations 
with Israel. But Ankara's efforts 
to create an Eastern Mediterran-

Syria, for one, took a negative 
attitude toward the Turkish sug- 
gestions because, allegedly, Tur- 
key also intended to include Israel 
in the alliance.

veterans will go on to some type 
of specialized training after serv- 
ice and will no doubt move into 
key positions. 


In the event of another emer- 


gency and the need for enlarged 
armed services the decision to 
recall an individual for military 
'service will not be made by Se- 
lective Service but by the serv- 
ices. A rather large part of the 
manpower authority of the Fed- 
eral Government will be lodged 
in the military branch of the 
Government. 


This U a rather substantial de- 


parture from the principle ot 
Selective Service that such deci- 
sions be made by local boards 
cognizant of the local situation. 


On the whole, the bill must be 


considered a major advance in 
recognizing the need to provide 
for training not alone of mili- 
tary personnel but also of per- 
sonnel for the manifold activities 
of a highly specialized nature re- 
quired by our civilization, most 
of them as necessary to our na- 
tional strength as the military 
arm itself.

More Italians in France Than in Florence; 
Refugee Haven Has Big U.S. Colony, Too

PARIS — (NBA) —In France 


there are more Italians than 
there are in Florence; more Poles 
than in Lwow; more Spaniards 
than in Bilboa—and there art 
more Americans in Paris than in 
Plymouth, Mass. 


There are, in fact, 1,938,536 


foreigners officially resident in 
France today. 
Although Franca 


has long been Europe's haven for 
refugees there's more to it than 
just hospitality these days. 


Since France was liberated. 


French authorities have recog- 
nized that immigration is a vital 
necessity. It is now a definite pol- 
icy. France needs workers to re- 
place the men she lost in the wars 
which twice ravaged the country. 


Of the nearly 2,000,000 regis- 


tered foreigners, the Italians, Poles 
and Spaniards are 
the largest 


groups numerically. But there are 
sizable colonies of Swiss, Britons, 
Yugoslavs, Czechs, Greeks, Hun- 
garians Dutch and Armenians. 
And even two are registered from 
Yemen. 


• * * 


The American colony numbered 


13,785 in 1950. That represented 
a two-year increase of about 3,000, 
explained by the staffs employed 
In Marshall Plan agencies and ex- 
servicemen studying in France 
under the GI bill. 


Most of France's Americans live 


in Paris. Most of them are there 
on business or for education. Few 
are applying for citizenship. To 
cater to the Yanks in Paris, there

Butter Surplus Melt&Aivay; 
Shortage by Spring dinted 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — That 


butter surplus which was turning 
official hairs gray a few months 
ago soon may turn into a short- 
age. 


By last fall, the agriculture de- 


partment had bought and stored 
up nearly 200,000,000 pounds of 
butter which could not be sold to 
the buying public 
at 
producer 


prices of about 60 cents a pound. 


Now most of that butter has 


been eaten up and officals say 
there may be an overall shortage 
before spring, 
when production 


normally increses. 


This abrtt change in the situa- 


tion larger, reflects a growing 
consumer dmand for more but- 
ter. 
OfficOs said they believe 


this increasi demand reflects an 
increase in ke amount of money 
many consUiei's have for food- 
buying.

Turk's Love of Cold Steel 
Stems from Mustapha Kemal

That was a good comment by 


the commander of our Turkish al- 
lies in Korea who remarked that 
his men were enjoying the fight- 
ing because they were "up against 
a tough and stubborn enemy." 


General Tashin Yazici, himself 


as tough a Turk as they make 
'em. was referring to the terrific 
bayonet charges in which his 
troops have engaged, this being 
.heir favorite form of combat. 
They like to get at close grips, 
With cold steel. 


It Isn't New 


" This type of courage isn't a new 
Turkish trait. 
It 
runs 
back 


through the centuries. But it's In- 
teresting to find it emphasized— 
an emphasis imparted to it by 
the late Mustapha Kemal, the dic- 
tator and military genius who 
modernized his nation and gave it 
new life. 


A further token of the temper 


of the «Turks is seen in the an- 
nouncement that Mustapha Ke- 
mal's adopted daughter. 
Major 


Sabina Gokcen, a fighting plane 
pilot, is going to Korea to get 
into the shooting. She is no nov- 
ice, having been in combat against 
rebellious Kurds in East Turkey. 


May Join West 


This new Turkey , which may 


join the Western forces as the Bal- 
kan flank for their defense line, is 
truly the product of the amazing 
Mustapha, Kemal. To those who 
remember his military and politi- 
cal achievements, it isn't strange 
to find his adopted daughter a 
fighter pilot, or his spirit persist- 
ing on the battle-line. 


Kemal- was a weird mixture of 


brute force and compassion for 
the weak and needy, as I found 
during a visit to Turkey in 1938. 
One comparison will serve to il- 
lustrate what I mean: 


When Kemal's subjects 
were 


struggling with the reformation 
which he made in the written lan- 
guage, he himself went into coun- 
try districts and took a hand in 
teaching both old and young. On 
the other side we get this amaz- 
ing incident of which I was told 
by an informed source: 


Exhibit "A" 


Kemal was having trouble with 


political elements 
which 
were 


bent on overthrowing his govern- 
ment. He gave a big party one 
night for political personages and 
foreign 
diplomats. 
The 
affair 


was staged in a building set in a 
park, and when the guests dis- 
persed they had to pass by the 
bodies of 13 men who had been 
hanged to trees during the party. 


That was Kemal's forceful way 


of announcing that rebellion didn't 
pay. 


Nothing was too sacred for Ke- 


mal's reform. 
He abolished the 


Califate and so separated church 
and state. He even outlawed the 
fez, the little red, round hat with 
the black tassel, which was an 
essential in Moslem worship. 


Country Mourns 


And in his fashion Kemal ruled 


his country—an odd mixture of 
toughness and kindness. 


I was in Istanbul on Nov. 10, 


1938, when Kemal died. The coun- 
try was plunged 
into 
shocked 


mourning. I saw sturdy Turkish 
men weeping in the streets, or 
turning their faces to the wall in 
their offices. 


So passed this man who was 


both feared and loved, but the 
new Turkey is keeping abreast 
of the spirit he created. We are 
seeing one side of it exemplified 
in Korea, and we see another side 
in Turkey's decision to cast her 
lot with the democracies. 


Model of Big Mo 
To Smithsonian 


NEW YORK, (AP)—Gibbs and 


Cox, naval architects, have an- 
nounced the completion of a de- 
tailed model of the 45,000 ton 
U.S.S. Missouri which ahows tiny 
tables, documents, pens and pen- 
holders representing those used 
in the Japanese surrender on board 
the dreadnought in 1945. 


The model measures a little 


more than 18 feet, seven inches in 
length arid weighs 1,500 pounds. It 
was built for the navy and will be 
exhibited 
in 
the 
Smithsonian 


institution in Washington. More 
than a year was required to con- 
struct the sleek reproduction of 
the famous warship.

10-25 Per Cent 
Since War 


CHAMPAIGN, (AP)—Cautions 


on land buying were issued yester- 
day by participants in a panel 
discussion on farm land prices at 
a Farm and Home week meeting 
at the University of Illinois. 


The panel said, "some of the 


poorer quality land is probably 
selling for more than it is worth. 


Good, -average or poor land has 


gone up from 10 to 25 per cent 
since the Korean war started." 


H. C. M. Case, head of the agri- 


culture's 
economic work, said, 


"many buyers bought extremely 
high priced farms without think- 
ing too carefully of long run 
prospects of paying for them."' 


"We don't know what price con- 


trols we will have and how they 
will affect farm prices and earn- 
ings. But farm land prices could 
change pretty fast 
if someone 


(meaning the government) makes 
a few wrong guesses." 


C. L. Stewart, farm land price 


specialist at the university, said, 
"I would not be surprised if prices 
go a little higher and then drop 
off sharply in 1953." 


"A good farmer today can pay 


for a farm much faster than he 
could in the early 1900s and he 
can lose it a lot faster too," said 
Ralph Nowland, chief appraiser *of 
the St. Louis Federal Land bank. 
He also said. "Farm prices would 
not have to drop much before some 
borrowers would have trouble re- 
paying their loans." 


Iranian Plants to 
Package Fruit 


TEHRAN, Iran, (AP) _ Iran 


plans to build three new plants to 
package dried fruits in an effort 
to increase exports. Two will be 
constructed in Azerbaijan, 
at 


Rezieh and Maragheh, to dry and

The third plant will be 
constructed in the south to dry 
and package dates.

Safety Awards 


CHAMPAIGN. (AP)—The 1950 


Illinois Farm Home safety awards 
have been won by Stephenson and 
Edgar counties. The awards were 
presented yesterday at a Farm and 
Home week meeting at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois. 


For the second straight 
year 


Stephenson county won the award 
for having the largest percentage 
of farm families enrolled in a 
county project reporting no home 
accidents. 


The county had 527 families 


enrolled with 96.6 per cent of them 
having no accidents in 1950. 


Edgar county won the award for 


the lowest percentage of home 
accidents among the families en- 
rolled. 


The contest has been held for the 


last eight years under the sponsor- 
ship of the university's college of 
agriculture and the Illinois Farm 
Bureau Federation. 


Cranberry-Glazed Ham Slice 


Pictured here a sparkling cran- 


berry sauce adds zest to the usual 
baked ham service. The chunky 
ham slice is covered with the fruit 
sauce before baking 
and then 


cooked slowly for a delicious 
mingling of mellow ham and fruit 
flavors. 


For oven baking, select 
a 


quality ham slice cut 1% to 2 


inches in thickness. Score the fat 
in several places around the edge 
and stud the meat with cloves. 
Place the ham slice in a baking 
dish and cover with a mixture of 
canned or cooked whole cranberry 
sauce. Drizzle >-i cup light corn 
syrup on top for a shiny glaze and 
bake in a slow oven (325°F.) 2 
hours or about 25 to 30 minutes 
per pound.

If you like, 
before baking, cover the ham slice 
with a festive cherry sauce that's 
right for February, or substitute 
% cup pineapple or orange juice as 
the cooking liquid. 


Accompanying the fruit-glazed

meal.

If You Watch Deductions You Might 
Salvage a Buck or So from Income Tax 


(Editor's note: This is another 


of a series explaining who has 
to do what about his 1950 in- 
come tax return.)

WASHINGTON, (AP)—This i 


a reminder tp^watch your deduc 
lions in filing your 1950 incom 
tax return. 


Be sure you claim all you can 


rightfully, since the deductions are 
subtracted from your income be 
fore what's left can be taxed. 


You have no problem- if you 


income was under $5,000 and you 
deductions were not more than 10 
per cent of your income. 


You'll use form 1040-A or the 


1040 
short form. You don't have 


to figure your tax on those forms 


A tax table, used with both 


gives the tax on all income unde: 
§5,000. And a deduction of abou 
10 per cent already is allowed fo: 
in that tax. 


Vou Get 10 Per Cent 


So, in using those two forms 


you don't have to claim or lisi 
your deductions. You get, auto 
matically, a deduction of about 10 
per cent on income up to $5,000. 


But suppose, although your in- 


come was under $5,000, your de- 
ductions actually 
amounted to 


more than 10 per cent. Use the 
1040 
long form. There you'll have 


to figure your own tax and itemize 
all your deductions but you can 
claim your deductions in full. Anj 
under-$5,000 person using the long 
form must itemize his deductions 


The picture is a little different 


for people with income of $5,000 
or more. They have to use the long 
form anyway. 


This is the score for people with 


55,000 or more income using the 
long form: 


A single person automatically 


gets—without itemizing—a deduc- 
tion of 10 per cent of his income up 
to a limit of $1,000 in deductions 


Here's Example 


Jones, single, had $5,500 income 


His automatic deduction: $550. 


Smith, single, had $10,000. Auto- 


matic deduction: $1,000. As noted 
no one gets more than $1,000 as 
a standard deduction. That's maxi- 
mum. 


Example: 
Brown, single, had 


$30,000. Automatic deduction: $1,- 
000. 
If Brown's deductions actual- 


ly ran to more than $1,000 he could 
claim them but he'd have to ite- 
mize. 


The same goes for Jones and 


Smith. If Jones wanted to claim 
more than the standard $550 al- 
lowed him on his $5,500 income or 
Smith wanted to claim more than 
the standard $1,000 allowed him 
on his $10,000 income, he'd have 
to itemize. 


Married People 


Now 'take married people—. 
If a married couple's income was 


$5,000 or more and they file a 
joint return—even though wife 
had no income—they get a stand- 
ard deduction of 10 per cent up to 
$1,000—just like yie single man— 
without itemizing. 


But if one of them files sepa- 


rately, or both do, there's a limit 
of $500 on the standard deduction 
for them. 


Examples: Jones had $7,000 in- 


come, his wife none. Filing jointly, 
they get a standard 10 per cent 
deduction of $700, without ite- 
mizing, whether or not their de- 
ductions actually amounted to 
$700. 


Or—Smith had $20,000 income, 


his wife none. Filing jointly, they 
get a maximum standard deduc- 
tion of $1,000, whether or not their 
deduction were that much. 


Could Claim in Full 


But if the actual deductions of 


the Joneses or Smiths ran to more 
than the standard deduction al- 
lowed them, they could claim them 
in full. But then they'd have to 
itemize them. 


But suppose this same Jones, 


with the $7,000 income and the 
wife who had none, files separate- 
ly. In that case his standard de- 
duction is only $500. If his deduc- 
tions were really more than $500, 
he could claim- them but he'd have 


itemize.

The 
surplus of Federal Deposit Insur- 
ance corporation which now ex- 
ceeds $1,300,000, in additi-m to all 
deposit insurance losses ,'nd ope- 
rating expenses of the corporation 
has been paid in by the 13,650 in- 
sured banks of the nation in the 
form of annual assessments based 
on their total deposits.
